Actor brings G.B.S. 
buck to the footlights 



THE intimate and 
moving portrait of 
Geoi^e Bernard Shaw 
which Max Adrian is 
bringing to Australia as 
a one-man show is no 
sinecure. 

In it he is on stage for 
two and a Quarter hours of 
non -stop, brilliant talking (as 
only G.B*S. could write it), 
and he ago from 36 io 93. 

He himself it 64. In the 
final act he hat to age 20 
yean without ever leaving 
the stage io change his 
make-up. 

Yet he says, H It is more 
of a privilege to lake 
*G.B,S* to Broken Hill or 
Alice Springs than to star 
in a whole scries of success- 
ful seasons at the Royal 
Shakespeare Company or 
the National Theatre." 

And this from a mas who 
has done both, who is cq ualfy 
well known on both sides of 
the Atlantic 

The very fact that he in 
thought of at English 
although he was bom in 
Ireland is one of the keys 
to his character: 

"Of course I am Irish, I 
was hrmight up in Ireland. 
But I can't stand nationalism 
of any kind. 

"Perhaps I was lucky. You 
see, my father had German 
blood and my mother 
French, and I was brought 
up with thb international 
Outlook. 

"1 have wmked all over 
the world Mostly in Eng- 
land, of course, but I lived 
for five years in America and 
loved every second of it. 

"Two years in New York 
on stage, and ihree in 
California doing television 
dramas. 

"But then Peter Hall went 
to Los Angeles to ask me to 
come back and work at 
Stratford -on- Avon at the 
Royal Shakespeare Theatre, 
and one couldn't resist such 
a courteous gesture, 

"I had done a few years of 
revue work just after the 
war and no one in the West 
End thought I could go hade 
to serious drama. They 
thought I would send it all 
up. 

"Wasn't mat silly? After 
all, I had spent years of my 
life doing every possible 
kind ol Mage work. They'd 
forgotten, because the 
revues were a big success 
and people have short 
memories " 



Stratford gave Mr. Adrjau 
many roles. Then Olivier 
and the National Theatre 
scooped him tip. 

"I love London," he told 
mr. "But T love every- 
where. 

"Last year f travelled 
with *G.B.S,' to Asia. I have 
a sort of pioneering thing 
about TUfcS; 1 frel it is 
my duty and privilege." 

There is a comfortable 
mixture of engaging modesty 
and inherent dignity about 
Mr. Majt Adrian. 

It ts mirrored in the pre- 
cision of hb lip movements 
when speaking, and the 
unholy twinkle of sheer 
merriment in his eyes. 

He is a sincere Anglo- 
Catholic and told the tale of 
how some friends in New 
York said, "You're always 
going off to church. Where 
do you go?" 

"To smoky Mary's,'* he 
replied. 

"And," he twinkled at 
me, "they all thought it was

a nightclub. But you see, I 
love all the ritual of the 
High Church and I was 
referring to ibe incense. But 
it is not only ibe ritual — it 
means a great deal to me." 

When, nearly two years 
ago, Max Adrian was struck 
down with a coronary he was 
nursed to health by Fran- 
ciscan nuns. 

**Tbey were wonderful to 
me. The sister who looked 
after me at nighu when 
things were serious, was 
Sister Patricia. While 1 was 
still in i he hospital she was 
sent to Australia by her 
order. I only hope 1 can get 
a message Io her while I am 
there." 

It was due to his illness 
that Max Adrian was offered 
the "G.B.S." test by the 
author Mir had Voysey. 

"He kindly thought it 
would give me something to 
concentrate on while con- 
valescing. Of course, it was 
a fmdsend 

"I've always been a great 
admirer of Shaw**, because 
I think he revolutionised 
the theatre. Even more than 
did Ibsen, You see, he made 
people think." 

Had he met Shaw? "Oh, 
yes, when 1 was a child in 
Dublin, He came to see us,

and he so loved the children 
because we had no idea who 
be was, and didn't play up 
CO him. 

"One day he carried me 
down to the seashore on his 
shoulders. He was joky and 
hairy and bony and we loved 
him for his fun. 

"When 1 heard people 
calling him 'uJvx" I was 
appalled, because I thought 
they were calling him 'Gib- 
lets/ and I thought to my- 
self, 'What an awful thing 
to call a man — those messy 
things they put in the pot 
for soup/" 

Then, in 1959, they met 
over the footlights when Mr. 
Adrian Mas doing three 
Shaw plays, 

"He was not supposed to 
be our director, but he 
attended rehearsals, and 
loved mteTTuptmg. 

"He also loved making a 
joke of it all. He used to 
say, *I don't want actors, I 
want people who remember 
what I've written down.* 

Royal admirer 

"Win he wanted actors, 
really, and knew that those 
*ho look everything be said 
too seriously just weren't." 

One special fan of Mr, 
Adrian's is the Queen 
Mother. He took "G.B,S," 
in the King's Lynn Festival 
last year so that she and her 
guests should see it t as ihe 
had asked. 

"And do you know, she 
must be the most considerate 
of all audiences," he recalls. 
* Before the evening per- 
formance the private detec- 
tive came to me and asked 
if I could shorten ihe inter- 




vals because he was worried 
about her Majesty coming 
up through the very dark 
picture gallery to the halj. 

"*Of course, I replied, 
"Yes." But when she was told 
that the intervals would be 
short ones., ahe said, *Oh, no, 
that's not right. Mr. Adrian 
will need the usual tune for 
his make-up — it is very dif- 
ficult.' 

"Now then, can you imag- 
ine her having taken the 
time to discover that?" 

The King V Lynn Festival 
is one of the two audiences 
privileged enough to have 
seen Mr. Adrian s other one- 
man show, which he says is 
too intimate and personal for 
anything but an audience 
who know him and his 
family story. 

"You see, it is rather autn- 
bwgraulueaL I did not get 
on with By father al alL It 
was probably my faulL 1 did 
not like the kind of country 
farmer he was* He was a 
good shot and beat bones 
and that sort of thing, 

"I think I went on the 
stage to escape front all thai.

— just like in the song." 

He smiled. For the first 
time one noticed his eyes — 
deep blue, and surprisingly 
fine above the prominent 
teeth that arc now his 
fortune. 

"Of course, I exaggerate 
things to make them funny. 
You see,, I haven't gcii a 
good enough voice Tor any 
type of straight song. Be- 
sides, I like to see people 
happy " 

Chad has, in fact, written 
a send- up of all sad songs. 
It's a cynical little piece 
called "The Fatal Wedding " 
which Gordon Parsons (of 
"The Pub with No Beer" 
fame) helped to write. 

"I wrote the first half and 
Gordon Parsons wrote the 
rest. Everyone, including the 
bride, the bridegroom, and 
the preacher, dies. Even the 
town is washed away in the 
finish/ 1 

Yet few of his fans know 
that the first song he ever 
wrote was intended to be 
serious — in point of fact, a 
love song. 

Chad was 16 at the time 
tad "madly 1 * in love with a 
girl who didn't share his 
feelings. The song was meant 
lo be all about his heart - 
sickness. 

^Halfway through I 
thought, 'Why the be! J ran 1 
writing this? I can get uy 
sheila!* 

"I went on from there. I 
knew I was useless as I was, 
and made up all kinds of 
funny adventures in my own 
little world of make-believe," 
He never did take the girl 
out. But the result of Hi* 
unrequited love was "The 
Sheik of Sembby Creek 1 * — 



his first recording (in 1952), 
and the opening chapter of 
his success story. 

There is something else his 
fans don't know. As he re- 
duces them 10 laughter with 
his funny songs and funny 
faces, he is really the one 
who is having the last laugh. 

As a schoolboy in the 
Queensland town uf Wondai 
("Jt T s not far frnm Kingaroy, 
where the peanuts grow. 
That's why I'm such a 
nutl"), where he was born 35 
years ago — and learnt to 
love hillbilly music — his life 
was made miserable because 
of his teeth. 

"I was tormented so much 
that I made an appointment 
to have them out. But the 



handicap that turned out for 
the best. 

On Christmas morning, 
1954, he hit a tree at 85 
mile* an hour on his motor- 
hike. He broke two ribs, his 
hand in two places, and his 
leg in five. 

L I spent 14 months in hos- 
pital — twn Christmas Days, 
two New Year's Days, Easter, 
my 21st birthday — and 
wrote several songs.'* 

Until the crash Chad's 
vnls ambition, alter winning 
a radio talent contest in 
1952, was to cut one record 
('The Sheik of Scrubby 
Creek"). 

Otherwise, he had been 
perfectly content with what 
lie had been doing since he 
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farm truck broke down and 1 
missed the appointment. ^ I 
never got round to making 
another one." 

He smiled, "It was the best 
thing that happened to me. 
Now people pay to Are the 
same teeth made fun ul. This 
is where I get my revenge.*' 

Chad admits — with a 
twinkle — that he still has 
a complex about his teeth. 
Possibly it is because of Ids 
handicap that he has made 
surh a sncress of poking fun 
ai life. To be serious is to 
be hurt. 

14 lf I'd let them know they 
were upsetting me ai kIiooI, 
they would have made it 
worse, so I laughed with 
them/' he said, lie has been 
laughing ever since. 

Hi. teeth were not the only 



left school at 14 — fencing, 
or cutting timber, or cane- 
cutting, or coalmining 1 or 
driving trucks interstate. 

"I'd done just about every- 
thing,*' he said. 

"I'd worked on a cattle 
station, too.

Even in those days his 
guitar was always within 
reach. But music- ma kmc; was 
for fun, and nothing more —

F.ver since, he has been 
unit Lie to do hard physical 
work, and has turned to sing- 
ing.

Foley*! has been supplying 
fish and poultry to discrimin- 
ating customers for 60 years. 
The present owner, Mr. 
Francis Foley, was only a 
boy when Mdba presented 
nil mother wilh the docu- 
ment, which reads: 

"1 havr much pleasure in 
jlating that Mrs, Foley has 
served me and my household 
with unvarying civility and 
attention," At the bottom is 
a flamboyant signature and 
the dale 1924. 

Mrs, Foley used to pro- 
vide Mdba with imported 
grouse, pheasant, partridge, 
and salmon and local oysters, 
.-ray fish, and whiting. The 
singer had no particular 
favorite fish, but she insisted 
that it must be of the highest 
quality and prepared cor- 
rectly* The whiting was 
always arranged in circles 
with the tails curled around 
and clamped in the mouth 

Mdba often did her own 
shopping and distributed 
opera ticket* lo her favorites 
as well ai custom. Mr, 
Foley recalls that bis mother 
was given two seats near the 
Governors box at one per- 
formance. When Mclba 
dropped the tickets into the 
shop she asked whom Mrs. 
Foley was taking wilh her. 
h My husband," replied Mrs, 
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Foley, and ilie star com- 
mented, in great good 
humor, "Good un you!" 

Although Melba nearly 
always collected her orders 
personally, they were some- 
times sent by train to her 
home, ^Coombe Cottage," 25 
miles from Melbourne. 

Dame Nellie is not the 
only opera linger to patron- 
ise the tiny shop in Tooralc 
RnacL Joan Hammond main- 
tains that Foley's is the only 
shop in the world where she 
can he sure of obtaining Osh 
without the treacherous 
bones which anyone, but par- 
ticubrly a singer, dreads. 

Certificates of patronage 
from Ijord Casey (Mr. Foley 
sends his goods to Govern- 
ment House in Canberra) 
and Lord fiimlingueld, 
Governor of Victoria in 1930, 
hang beside MeJba*& 

Mr. Foley is also ex- 
tremely proud of the fart 
that he supplied fish and 
poultry for the Queen 
Mother during her last visit. 

A dutmgirished clientele, 
indeed, hut perhaps Dame 
Nellie would have something 
to say about the framing of 
her document She specified 
thai ihr frame should he 
plain black with gold bead- 
ing and the mounting of pair 
grev parchment. 

The Foley document Is 
framed in plain oak and set 
on a wooden mount. But, as 
Mr. Foley says, it is a very 
good frame, and it adds a 
touch of elegance to (he 
lirtlc shop.

Thu T s teacher, petite and 
attractive Barbara Ferguson, 
27 f of Sooth Hurstville, 
N.S.W., was ruffled neither 
by the heat nor the children 
milling around her. 

She took the art -work and 
said, "Very good, Thu" — 
in Vietnamese — and re- 
marked to mc, "She*s bright, 
very superior." 

And Thu, one of a family 
of nine children made father- 
less in this tragedy they 
call wst. Laughed and scam- 
pered off. 

Barbara Ferguson, cool 
and poised in the Asian 
Christian Service uniform of 
white slacks and blue blouse, 
b a teacher and social 
worker. 

She was not the only Aus- 
Indian girl working in tMs 
strange refugee camp. 

The other, Jenny Leak, a 
nurse from Kings wood, S.A., 
was dispensing cough medi- 
cine, patching wounds, and 
giving out vitamin tablets as 
Barbara, amid a sea of brown 
faces, showed me the pagoda 
in all its savage, brutal, and 
Wonderful contrasts. 

The ten-tiered pagoda, 
new and almost grotesquely 
ornate, is at Phu Lam, on the 
outskirts of Saigon. 

You drive through miles of 
squalor before it rears up 
like some fantastic film-set 
for an Eastern fairytale. 

The story of the pagoda, 
the refugees, and the work

The pagoda is not 
Buddhist, but is intended to 
embrace all religions. 

No sooner was h built 
than the January 31 Tet 
Offensive came. More than 
1000 people, their homes 
destroyed, tied to the pagoda 
to camp — and there were 
still 780 there when f saw 
them. 

Yes, ft shocks 

They had squatted on the 
pagoda floor and in a few 
earthern-ffoored houses sur- 
rounding it, built far monks. 
Some put up their own 
flimsy tin and wood shanties. 

They had no possessions. 
Most of them, even babies, 
slept on grass mats or on 
the earth. 

The squalor of l heir con- 
ditions, with flics everywhere, 
no sanitation, just the search- 
ing sun that can scorch a 
man's soul, shocks the 
Western eye. 

Yes, it shocks you until 
you see other parts of Saigon 
and Vietnam. Then you 
realise that most of the 
country's two million refu- 
gees are in an even more 
tragic plight. 

You can see, feel, sense 
the malaise and fatalism that 
infect the sou) of refugees — 
and "refugees" is an anony- 
mous, hideous word thai 
almost dehumanises a person, 
robs htm of dignity. 

In this deep sea of misery 
at the pagoda, it was excit- 
ing to find two Aussie girls 
quietly and efficiently giving 
love to the loveless, and a 
glimmer of hope to these 
desperate victims of war. 

Indeed, the pagoda refu- 
gees, with whom the team 
had been working for eight 
weeks, had a sense of 
dynamism I found nowhere 
else in Saigon. 

When I arrived Barbara 
was midway through her 
English lessons to 3S chil- 
dren between eight and 14. 

An Australian doctor, John 
Burgess, of Melbourne, who 
visits refugee camps, was 
examining children. 

Leader of the ACS team, 
Prisrilk Padolons, a Fili- 
pino, was busy giving advice 
on home care to mothers. 

Barbara, Jenny, and Pris- 
rilla had themselves fled the 
Tet offensive. They were 
working as a team in refugee 
camps 250 mi es north of 



Saigon when the Viet Cong 
came. 

They had several brushes 
with death because they kept 
returning from the safety of 
the American base at Tuy 
Hoa to their team house 
after the initial offensive. 

A sniper took pot-shots at 
them. The VG looted the 
house, and one day Barbara 
looked out of the window 
and saw tracer bullets. 

The situation became too 
insecure At the end of 
March ihey were assigned to 
the pagoda in Saigon, 

The Rev, Yoshitako 
Fanato, a Japanese, joined 
them in the work. 

So did a Vietnamese 
nurse. Miss Cbinh, and two 
young Vietnamese teachers, 
Mrs. Tinh and Miss Dink 

"We could never have 
managed without these won- 
derful Vietnamese girls — 
ihey "re terrific,'* said Bar- 
bara, 

The whole pagoda was 
alive with rr ivity when 1 
went there. Mr. Fanato had 
ended a lesson to sht-ycar- 
otdj and was showing them 
how lo make paper aero- 
planes, 

Mrs, Tinh was teaching 
the seven-year-olds and Miss 
Dinh the nursery-age chil- 
dren. 

Barlvara said, "I was stag- 
gered when the mothers 
pressed me to teach their 
children English. They're 
really anxious for education, 
because they know that it 
gives more job opportunities 
and a chance they never had. 

"And the children are so 
eager to learn, I have no 
trouble at all." Her class 
soon grew to 80, and she had 
to restrict it. 

Unity symbol 

The pagoda team" have 
been a symbol of the unity 
of religions. Jenny and Bar- 
bara are both Anglicans, 
Pri&citla is a Methodist, and 
Mr. Fanato is a member of 
the Churches of Christ. 

Barbara, who has been in 
Vietnam since October, was 
trained as an infant teacher 
and deaconess. 

She was a social worker at 
Snug after the disastrous 
Tasmanian bushfire, then 
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came to

We visited the island m January to study 
underwater the in urine lifr of it* forbid* 
ding shore*. The day before our departure 
we reconnoitred the ducks of Port Fairy 
hoping to glean some information about 
the island and possibly tu prtsuadc a fisher- 
man to rsrnrt us there. 

In our first hope wc were not disap- 
pointed. Stories were rife, but scarcely 
reassuring. Fishermen told us in unprint- 
able prose that it was rrary to «jo there, 
especially in a 14ft. dinghy. When wc 
.i tided i hat we intended diving there, too, 
we wCft thought little short of mad. A% 
I glanced a t the boat, insignificant on its 
trailer, I wat in, lined to agree,

Chic fislit-rTTKHi solemnly told m, "There 
are more while-pointer sharks around that 
island than anywhere else in the Southern 
Hemisphl ie." And to make sure that we 
got the message, he added. "'Only ^ast week 
I caught four big ones there, all about 
17ft long, and two more gpi avsay.** 

Rathftt fejloomily, we decided to notify 
tlie police of our plans, and nur reception 
there was even more depressing. s 'Bloody 
fi-K-ls:" said the sergeant with some 
asperity; and thrusting some paper at us, 
lie said, "Write your next-of-kin on that." 

A I dawn next morning we launched the 
dinghy :md rrept nut of Port Fairy into 
the notorious swells of Baw Strait. They 
were bigger than .my we bad encountered, 
but nur bojU moved well, and after two 
and a half hours we neared the island. 

As we came in to gbftKl the rock-* sud- 
deftly appeared alive. Among them was 
the largest fur \eal colony we had evrr

Wc always dived together, leasing ihc 
compressor running in the boat; this gave 
us i he tirrateflt safety margin if either of 
us got in in difficulties or if a shark should 
snoop around I am still not sure what we 
wuuld have done had a Shark menaced us, 
because, utter the first divr. we left the 
poweTuead spear in the boar.

Wc Landed with difticuhy cm the steep, 
stony beach and hurriedly winched the 
boat above high-water mark. By this time 
the adult mmIi had begun tn return to their 
rocks with considerable poise and indiffer- 
ence, almost as if to convince us that thctr 
frantic dash to the water was pan of ihcir 
daily routine. 

We spent the first morning heaving our 
gear by flying fox to the rliff-top, some 
1 110ft. above, and pitched our tent there. 

The primary object of the expedition 
was to collect a variety nf flora and fauna 
from the *rabeti For this purpose we had 
skin-diving gear and also a compressor with 
hoses. The compressor proved to he moit 



sometimes almost jumped out of our wet- 
fiiiiij when a great bull seal swam past 
from behind us, his size and movement so 
like what we expected of a shark. Several 
times we were whisked olT the bottom 
and tefi floundering in "space'* by a seal 
playfully grabbing an air-line in its mouth 
and taking off with one of us in tow. 

There are about 4000 adult seals and 
about a third as many pups scattered 
around the rock platforms, in four or five 
colonies. When nur work fur the day was 
finished we would walk down to the beach 
and, in the fading light, squat on a rock, 
completely entranced by these magnificent 
.mini all. 

After some years of study, the domes uc 
behaviour of seals is now fairly well under- 
stood. The bteeding bull arrives at »he 
shore early in ihe season and claims pan 
of the beach For his family.

As we drove taward the 
city, suddenly, over a risc k 
there it was! Tall, tall build- 
ings rising high above the 
haze of the surrounding 
veld. It musi be a mirage, 
you think, but as you drive 
on the scene takes mi reality 
and you marvel ai the si/c 
of a city just 80 years old.

Johannesburg 15 an excit- 
ing city with so much to see. 
The best view was from the 
7 7 2h.~ 1 all Albert Herliog 
Tower, a must for all visitors 
to South Africa. We visited 
i he Rand Show, where we 
jaw Australian axemen and 
watched international tennis 
at Ellis Park. 

Diamond display 

One of my moat vivid im- 
pression^ of Johannesburg — 
indeed, ol all South Africa — 
is the glory of the flowering 
trees and shrubs. Private gar- 
den v streets, parks— all glow 
with color, and for a victor 
September and Ortoher are 
said to be a " major experi- 
ence." 

Apart from the romance 
of gold, Johannesburg will 
always be associated with 
diamonds, and when we 



visited the Rand Show we 
saw the Jewel Box, 1967. 

World-famous diamonds on 
display included the 127- 
caral Portuguese Diamond 
and the beautiful Marie- 
Antoinette diadem, rose-cut 
diamonds arranged in nine 
graduated flower-sprays in 
pear-shaped frames resting 
on diamond scrolls. I was 
interested in a collection of 
colored diamonds — ISO stones 
ranging from dark blue to 
light pink. 

We spent three wonderful 
days at Knigcr National 
Park, winch covers 734(1 
.square miles in the north- 
eastern Transvaal on the 
border of Mozambique. 

There are a number of 
ramps ftW visitors. We were 
accommodated at Skukuxa, 
the largest, where wc had 
our own rondavcl — a 
thaichrd round hut, complete 
with hot and cold water, 
shower, and little insert-proof 
porrh.

under a tall, slim tree in a 
cool, damp gutter at the 
roadside. 

No visitor to South Africa 
should miss Pretoria,, the ad- 
ministrative capital. The 
Government is housed in the 
Union Buildings, regarded 
as one of the country's archi- 
tectural masterpieces. Set in 
great gardens, it has a won- 
derful view over the city. 

Sir Francis Drake called 
the Cape the fairest "in the 
whole circumference of the 
earth 3 ' — and how lovely it 
was in our three days in 
Cape Town. 

Wc visited Parliament, 
went tor one or two of the 
lovely beach drives, spent an 
enchanting morning in the 
gardens, watched the life of 
the flower- marked shopped 
in famous Adderly Street, 
and visited Groote Schuur, 
which Cecil Rhodes gave to 
the nation and which is the 
official residence of the 
Prime Minister. 

It is a magnificent ex* 
ample of Cape Dutch archi- 
tecture, rich with Colonial 
furniture. 

We were fortunate to be 
able to visit Farmer's Winery 
near Stcllenboseh. Though 
most of the huge vats are 
stainlesf steel, many were of 
oak imported from France, 

We watched Africans 
beating down the iron bands 
around the casks in rhythm. 
From there we drove to 
SicUcnhoscb, second - oldest 
town Ln Cape Province and 
famous for its university. 
Again we were attracted to 
the Colonial architecture arid 
loved the quiet dreaminess of 
the nak-tree-Hned strecti. 

Wc found time to visit 
Protea Heights where wt dis- 
covered there were 60 
varieties of South Africa's 
national flower, the pro tea. 

We flew to Durban, where 
each evening as we sat with 
after-dinner enffee on the 
stoep of the Edward Hotel 
we were entertained by the 
pa«mg parade of the Zulu 
rickshaw boys doing a 

roaring trade" with I he 
Easter visitors, adults and 
i hudreit. 

A long time ago, 1 had 
read of the Valley of a 
Thousand Hills, said to be 
one of the scenic wonders of 



the world — now here was 
an opportunity to see it. 

The long coach drive was 
full of interest with breath- 
taking views and here and 
there settlements of African 
huts, and children playing in 
the shallow streams. 

When we reached the Zulu 
Reserve, we had lunch at 
Ben's Den, then were taken 
by a guide to a Zulu kraal. 

Here the women, wearing 
colorful .beads and little 
"aprons," danced for us 
while two smalt boys did the 
Twist. I gave the baby of the 
family a two-cent piece, 
which he carefully put into a 
little kippered purse, 

We were then given a de- 
r tin miration of ntcalie crush- 
ing and inspected one of the 
huts. The hut entrance is 
very low and we were asked 
to follow the custom of going 
in backwards. Never be 
caught bending, they said. 

Visit to schools 

Daylight was fading a 
little as we drove back, 
shadows were longer, so we 
had even more interesting 
views of these "thousand 
hills" in the darkening 
green valleys now softened 
by the swirling mists of the 
oncoming night. 

Next stop was Salisbury, 
Rhodesia, a beautiful city. 
Our hotel, Meiklea, Looked 
out oo to Cecil Square with 
its fiame-of-tbe-forest trees 
heavy with rich red flowers, 
and the fountains playing. 

The hotel was largely 
staffed by African*. We 
found them always courteous 
and friendly, with a great 
sense of humor. 

We saw three African 
townships where families 
lived everyday, normal lives. 

We visited African schools 
and kindergartens, where we 
saw the "babies" being put 
down to rest on little can- 
vas stretchers; saw the can- 
teen where older children 
have their planned, well- 
balanced lunches, complete 
with a mug of milk. 

There were many sports* 
fields, but what took our 
real attention was the enor- 
mous swimming-pool with its 
beginners' poof, toddlers' 
pool, and separate diving- 
pool, as well as the large 
main, tiled pool.

Ways of making the 

"If I hod read thii article of mine sere* yea is ago I'd have been shocked/' 
toyi a Victorian mother of four, who tares by practising a good, solid 
wa«te-nofr # want-not, and by not falling into the modem habit of buying 
whatever comes most easily to hand. "Strangely, I feel none the worse for these 
economies," the says. "If only I had begun earlier I'd have had a nice bonk 
balance now* Instead, with our children star ting school, I dare say there 
will be more sacrifices to make." 

Cot sheets out of old tablecloths 
aren't the END; they're a sensible economy! 



SEVEN years ago, when my girlfriend was 
reading magazine "hints/" she quoted: 
"Old tabiccloths male excellent cot sheets," 
and remarked, "Well, that would be the END!" 

The other day as 1 made up a cot with a 
mended tablecloth I wondered, am I at the 
END? Well, maybe I'd fed I were if worldly 
possessions were all that mattered. Actually, wc 
all have first-quality linen on our other beds. 
It's just thai I have geared myself to HATE 
WASTE, 

Looking back, I see that we have eliminated quite 
a few "lusuric* ,T over the past eight yean, during which 
our family hat increased by [out, and oar wagi has 
stayed the tame. 

To start with, shampoo. Tnis was used regularly, until 
the children poured two consecutive bottles down the 
drain (ten shilling in one week!). Now I use laundry 
bar soap for them. 

My husband and I used to enjoy our dozen bottles 
of soft drink every week, but this over the years hai been 
reduced to a half dozen a fortnight, with cordial and 
water substituted. The children have water, or "happy- 
adc" for parties. 

We had three pints of milt delivered before we had 
any children. This gradually crept up to six pints daily, 
and often some was bought from the shop, until my 
milk bill started mounting impossibly. 

The answer came one day. We were to have a holiday 
where fresh milt was unobtainable, so I trained the 
children gradually to accept powdered milk, (full cream,), 
and when we returned home I wondered why I shouldn't 
continue. 

Besides growing vegetables and 
battling fruit, the biggest 
moneysoyer is cutting out waste 

Now we have Home fresh, some full-cream powdered, 
and top up with non-fat powdered, which is much 
cheaper than fresh milk. 

While we were cutting down on milk, my husband and 
I gave up drafting it just as refreshment. We now 
mainly have tea or coffee. He has one glass of a 
chocolate milk drink in the morning, and I have a glass- 
ful on my cereal. 

An added advantage of powdered mfik is that you 
never run out, and can give the children a drink day or 
night. 

Besides growing vegetables, bottling fruit, making 
jam. and buying specials, I (eel ibe biggest money saver 
lies in cutting out waste. 

Leftover lunch time sandwiches 1 frcrie for the neat 
day. I collect any leftover bread from the week and 
cook "toast ies" at the weekend.

Sometimes I have the leg pumped ur 
ph:kled r especially in summer, when, it 
make* a different flavor to eat with salads. 
This pumped leg can hr boiled as corned 
heef, or covered with a flour paste, baked, 
and served as mock ham. 

Other limes I have the leg plain, and 
begin by roasliug il with vegetables for 
the first meal. Served with mini sauce, 
nothing is nicer. 

When freshly cooked, cold roast lamb 
is nit r to eat with naiad, but cold lamb can 
look unappetising. A lew slices, heated 
in a shallow dish with half a packet of 
onion sm] p mix, make a delicious, 
aromatic accompaniment for vegetables. 

What remains of die leg, if it is a large 
one, can be diced into a curry, with apple 
and dried fruit, and served with rice, or 
else om comes my old-fashioned mincing 
machine, and with the addition of a couple 
of onions the dry bits remaining make a 
shepherd's pie, topped with potatoes. The 
Other half of the onion soup gives this a 
beefy flavor. 

Minced lamb with onion also makes a 
delicious pate for spreading on toast- 

The butcher will slice a leg of lamb 
into struts if the family U tired of ioatts 
and boiled meat. 

The shoulder nf Iamb is versatile, too. 
In winter, I have it in two pieces— neck of 



tamb, and the other part consisting of 
chops. 

The neck of lamb I boil with carrots 
and a few cloves and vinegar until the 
meal almost fall* oil. ft makes a tasty 
meal. I'll'- shank treated the same way- 
makes a hearty soup. 

The chops can be used as large- fore- 
quarter chops for braising or roasting, or 
/or barbecues, or treated as a joint and 
roasted flat, or lied with string and stuffed. 

Pot-roast shoulder 

In i be summer \ have the whale of the 
shoulder deboned and rolled, and some- 
times stuffed by the butcher This makes 
quite a long piece of meat m roast, sn 
unless I am planning on rolling a lot of 
lunches with cold meat I slice it in half 
and cook it by roan ling as two joints. 

It seems fresher this way, eating il on 
two different days of the week. The stuffed 
meat is delicious cold, with salad 1 ;. 

In the winter I put one of these portions 
into a largp saucepan with a little fat and 
water and let it simmer, adding plenty 
of vegetables to make a pot roast, which 
wc love. 

The flap makes good pel's mod, but 
since our cat died (of natural causes, t 
might add) I have searched for oiher ways 
of using the breast. 



I have been told to put it in the oven 
until the fat melts, and then extract the 
meat between die layers; also to roll and 
stuff it after boiling ; a cheap roast. 

With patience, the small pieces of sweet 
meal can be cut out raw and used as the 
basis for a Chinese-type meal where diced 
meat is called for. 

My family love Chinese egg-and-meat 
soup marie from the little bin found in 
the flap. 1 fry the diced meat with an 
onion or two, and add a little wine and 
soy sauce, salt and pepper. 

I add water to the amount desired, some 
diced celery or cacTOi, and let it simmer. 

Then I thicken it slightly with corn- 
flour, and as it is thickening I beat up a 
rotiple of eggs and add these, beatingr 
with a fork so that the eggs form little 
strings in the soup. It is creamy and 
wholesome, and every bit of it is eaten. 

Other parts of the sheep which do not 
come in a half-a -sheep order arc the 
brains, which arc delicious scrambled with 
egg; the In nibs fry — lovely with baton, 
for breakfast — and lambs' tongues, which, 
when boiled and pressed into a basin, make 
a lovely, cheap dish of cold meat. 

Meanwhile, until the price of meat 
drops, my pear I -handled steak knives are 
for show only, and when the butcher calls 
for my order 1 say: "The same as usual, 
please. Another half sheep.''

By the Tuesday before the next pay 
day, it's a grim case of bread and milk 
money only. The fridge and store cup- 
board will see us over until the glorious re- 
stocking on Thursday, 

However, with 1968 well under way T 
the tins have been scl out and relabelled 
nod thb time 1 shall try to be firmer, cut- 
ting my coat according to the bit of green 
material allowable. 

I can think of nothing more satisfying 
than being able to make a housekeeping 
budget and Mick to it, even, as some amaz- 
ing people do, finish ing up with a lit tie 
left ovei. 

If it's any comfort to these stalwarts, 
this is a satisfaction denied those who 
enjoy such economic blessings that ihcyVe 
never even had to attempt to work to a 
budget.

(JOING to school 50 years 
ago was very different 
from what it is today. We first 
had to help milk the cows by 
hand, then walk the two miles 
to school, through paddocks. 

Mail was brought out by 
horse and linker to the school, 
three days a week, and the 
teacher would sort h out and 
put it on the various desks. 

We always tool home the 
mail for one of our neighbors, 
whose place we passed. 

This lady lived in a small 
wooden cottage. The floor- 
boards in her kitchen were 
scrubbed snowy white. I don't 
ever remember seeing them 
dtiiy. 

The waits were papered 
with clean newspapers, put up 
fresh every year. The fire- 
place was a huge one built 
of stones, and whitewashed. 

From the chimney hung a 
chain, on which was a hide 
round solid iron camp oven. 
The cooking was done in ibis, 
and, believe mc, she made 
some deifciotis cakes in it. We 
were always given some when 
we called. 

For some reason this ofd 
lady always walked bent 
doubled up, but she was always 
cheerful 

She wore heavy boots, and 
on heT Head she wore an old 
felt hat, I never saw ber with- 
out it It had a droopy brim 
and the crown went up lo a 
point, like an ice-cream cone. 

Her sitting-room fascin- 
ated mc. The walls were 



covered with family photo- 
graphs. 

Around the house were 
many fruit trees. There were 
two huge cherry plum trees, 
which were always loaded. We 
were allowed to help our* 
selves to these. 

Under the trees were her 
beloved flowers — borders and 
borders of huge purple 
violets; also wallflowers* snow- 
drops, jonquils, and daffodils. 

There were aim wide 
borders of what we called 
piccatccs, commonly known as 
pinks. I remember on one 
occasion my mother saying, 
"Oh, are chose pinks you 
have?" 

And the old lady, who had 
not knows them by that 
name, boomed out, "No, they 
ain't pinks. They're white!" 

She always greeted us chil- 
dren the same way — a big 
smile, and: "How many cows 
is youse milking now?" 

She reared a large family, 
who were all a credit to her. 
Some of them are still alive. 

1 never heard hear grumble, 
yet her lot must have been a 
hard one — no electricity in 
those days, no mod cons, no 
wireless, no cars, no milking 
machines. 

Everyone made their own 
bread, soap, jams, pickles, and 
butter. Rabbits were plentiful, 
and they made tasty mea's. 

Reading was done by 
candlelight or hurricane lan- 
terns. What a long way we 
have come in 50 short years!

The large ha M way was brightened 
by ceiling - to - floor windows on 
either srde of the double doors, ana 
in the sitting-room a tiny aftove 
was added to allow onother window 
and a niche for some of Mrs 
Palmer's charming bric-a-brac. 

Renovations did not stop inside the 
house. The front exterior received a 
complete faceJrft. The original 
porch was replaced by a long patio, 
which Mr. Palmer covered with grey 
Castlemaine stone, handprcking it 
so the overall effect is slate. Cast 
iron altar railing from an old 
church, which the Palmers picked 
up in a junkyard and painted 
white, provides an unusuaJ finish 
for the patio.

THE PRUNING and CARE of roses, 

citrus, ornamental shrubs and trees 

COME people just plant and leave everything to grow its awn merry way. Others 
have itchy fingers eager to keep every plant in orderly submission. Some- 
where between lies a happy medium. Pruning should not leave all plants with 
an even, clipped sameness. It can be done with restraint, keeping growth 
within bounds without loss of o plants natural character. 

Many wordy instructions tend to give the impression that pruning involves 
almost mystic rites, to be practised only by the initiated. Some of the older 
texts ore certainly too complicated for the new gardener to follow, as witness 
the story of a certain gentlemen troubled far years by insomnia, He was de- 
lighted to find, eventually, that if he read a pruning book for five minutes 
after retiring, sieep came eosily. 

Take comfort in the fact that lock of pruning won't kill a plont, and only 
rarely will it stop it from flowering. There are few plants that will not recover 
from bad pruning, although o few have met an untimely end through heavy- 
handed treatment, especially at the wrong time of the year. But you need to 
prune your own shrubs and trees, for in thts way you get to know them better 
and enjoy them more. 

This booklet gives you the best time and the way to go about pruning most 
shrubs, roses, citrus, etc. It does also help to be armed with one or two basic 
principles and to hove some idea of what happens when you do or don't prune.

Watch that the vigorous water shoot 
doesn't come from below the graft 
(where Ihe .stock has been budded). 
This shoot would be common lemon or 
r«ther type of citrus used for under- 
stock. If left, the variety you bought 
would gradually die out, as the vigorous 
'stock" would draw more heavily on 
the trce^s resources. This often causes 
i he complaint thai the tree "turned out 
to be common lemon" instead of the 
variety ordered. Cut of? shoots from 
Iwrlow the graft, clone to the stem. 

Rejuvenate nld citrus by skeletonising 
— cutting back all growth, leaving only 
rhe bare main branches. New growth 
Uj thmned and spaced by rubbing off, 
keeping framework rlose to trunk 
comparatively free of growth. 

These trees won't come hack into 
production for at least two years. Do 
such heavy cutting only in early spring. 

Fruit fall is common in early stages 
while the tree is making sappy growth, 
especial iv whli lemons. 

(They also make numrrcius crops of 
blossom, which falls without setting 
fruit; or rhe immature fruit falls.'l 

Cropping begins after .i few years, 
as new growth matures. First crop is 
dry and thick -skin lied. The urxt is 
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closer to expectation. Other fruit drop 
in citrus is usually due to dryness; or 
to uneven feeding T particularly if a tree 
growing for years in poor condition is 
suddenly heavily manured. This can 
cause a "surge of new growth — and 
fruit drop. 

Some varieties of citrus are more 
prone to fruit drop than others. Wash- 
ington navel orange drops its fruit in 
many districts after even brief periods 
of dryness, while most other oranges 
would set a normal crop. 

Surface mulching, regular watering 
and feeding are essenial for an assured 
crop of Washington navefs. 

Food and water. You must place 
these where the plant ran use rhem. 
The main feeder roots are below and 
just a foot or two in from the outer 
foliage, so concentrate all mulch, fer- 
tiliser, and watering around here. 

Dwi't do any but shallow cultivation 
in this area, either, or root damage will 
produce the same symptoms as sudden 
dryness and starvation. 

It is good practice lo feed citrus 
three times a year — in spring, early 
summer, early auiurnrt — with balanced 
ritrua food or complete fertiliser. 

Tl is generally recommended lo give 



a ritrus tree lib. of food a year for 
each year of age up m len years, but 
growth rate varies. 

A safer recommendation is I cup 
(about 4o3-) for each sq, yd. of area 
below the branches, applied three times 
a year as suggested. Check the plant- 
food label; some concentrated fertil- 
isers, such as niirophoska. would only 
be used at half this rate. 

Red and while scale are major citrus 
pests. Control with white OH sprays* 
using about 4 tablespoons to the gallon 
of water. First mix the oil emulsion 
evenly with equal quan tides of water, 
gradually add the balance. 

Midsummer spraying is the most 
effective, especially for white scale. 
Spray first in December, then a month 
later T adding 4tH2. of washing soda or 
a generous squirt of detergent to the 
gallon if the scale is already on the 
sic m h secreting wax. "When heavily nv 
crusted, only vigorous brushing with 
soapy water or the spray mixture will 
remove it. - 

Black aphid* on new growth arc 
controlled by complete pesi Ic tilers, 
ma lath ion. or lindane.
